ca Ping pong balls, sky divers expected to rain from the heavens 


Rooster Crow participants are encouraged to bring a heavy- 
duty umbrella to this year’s festivities because instead of pennies 
from heaven, there will be some industrial-strength falling bodies 
— ping pong balls and sky-divers — hurling to earth from the 
clouds. 

Young people kindergarten through eighth grade are invited to 
participate in a ping-pong (or mini-whiffle ball) drop slated for 7:30 
a.m. at Beck Field, behind Rogue River Middle School. 

Beginning at 7 a.m., a hot-air balloon loaded with more than 
250 balls will be assembled at the field. After rising to ball-dropping 
height, the balls will be sent groundward, with participating chil- 
dren scrambling for the balls.

Prior to the Civil War, Davis (Coyote) Evans built 
a ferry and two log cabins at the mouth of Evan’s 
Creek. Early settlers avoided the Evans ferry by 
fording the river at a point upstream. When so doing 
they found it expedient to take a firm grip on the tails 
of their horses. This unique river crossing, descrip- 
tively designated “Tailholt,” was the label applied to

local residents of that era. 
Stagecoaches carried the express and mail 
Contuy, through the Rogue Valley from 1852 until the 
completion of the railroad in 1887. An envelope 
Re } mailed during that period bore a wax seal embossed 


with the words: “Wells Fargo Express Co. — Rogue 
River, Oregon.” The post office was established in 
1874 and the town officially proclaimed “Woodville.” 
Perhaps, coincidentally, a John Woods became the 
town’s postmaster. In 1912 the town incorporated 
renaming itself City of Roque River.

Contest since 1953. It all started back in April of 
1953 when agroup of merchants calling themselves 
the “Roque River Booster Club” met to consider a 
proposal submitted by Shade Coombs, a fellow 
member sharing their desire to generate publicity 
and promotion for the town. Coombs had read a 
story about the coal miners of Wales who had 
presented colorful rooster crowing contests during 
their holidays. 

Shade’s suggestion was adopted and funds set 
aside for a cash prize to the owner of the rooster that 
crowed the most within a 30 minute period. 

On May 23, 1953 the first Rooster Crow was 
staged on the streets of the city, marking the start of 
the annual event that now draws thousands of 
people to this little valley town on the last Saturday 
in June every year since 1954. 

Winner of the.first crowing event was “Hollerin’ 
Harry.” He crowed 71 times and won his owner 
$50. Asecond contest was held September 5 of the 
same year with the prize money of $100 going to 
“Beetle Baum” who managed 109 crows in the

“Beetle Baum” reigned su- 
preme for 25 years, the closest any rooster came to 
dethroning him was in 1959 when “Sandy” crowed 
96 times. But, alas, it was bound to happen 
sometime. In the 1978: contest, a cocky rooster by 
the name of “White Lightning” a beat old “Beetle 
Baum’s” record in with 112 cockle-doodle-do’s. 

His nearest competitor was “Crow Baby” who 
came in second with 63 crows. No one knows the 
secrets that encourage a rooster to crow, but “White 
Lightning’s” owner, Willie Beck of Gold Hill, said it 
was simple. “I just kept him away from any other 
roosters or chickens for 6 weeks before the contest 
and brought him to the contest in a large sack.” 
However, the secret may have been in the person of 
Dr. Mabel Bryant who stood before his cage flapping 
her arms and cheering him onto spectacular achieve- 
ments. According to the good Doctor, “We were 
communicating with each other!”In 1958 a record 
of 263 roosters were entered. 

The last two winners — Bart in 1991 and Garth 
last year — crowed 76 times each...a good goal to go 
after this year.
